Bush’s Warming Trend 


Anti-war Canada allowed 
to bid on projects in Iraq 

MONTERREY, MEXICO I President Bush, 
working to smooth relations with allies 
who opposed the Iraq war, reversed course 
Tuesday and said Canada could bid for lucra- 
tive Iraqi reconstruction projects. 

Bush announced the change in his first 
meeting with Canada’s new Prime Minister, 
Paul Martin, at the Summit of the Americas. 
U.S. relations with Canada were strained 
when Martin’s predecessor, Jean Chretien, 
refused to join the war on Iraq because he 
said it lacked U.N. authorization. 


Last month, after Congress approved 
$18.6 billion in Iraq reconstruction money. 
Bush said he would limit eligibility to coun- 
tries that had helped militarily or had made 
other major contributions as “coalition part- 
ners.” The policy stung Ottawa, which had 
pledged $225 million toward reconstruction 
at a donors’ conference in Madrid, Spain. 

That pledge, and Canada’s expressions of 
support for postwar efforts in Iraq, won it a 
place on the contracting list. Bush said. “They 
understand the stakes with having a free coun- 
try in the midst of the Middle East,” he said. 

U.S. officials said Canada would be eli- 
gible to bid on roughly $4.5 billion in recon- 
struction projects.

Supreme Court rules 
checkpoints do not 
violate privacy rights 

WASHINGTON | The Supreme Court, 
in a case watched anxiously by 
law enforcement agencies across 
America, held Tuesday that police 
may set up roadblocks to collect tips 
about unsolved crimes. 

In a 6-3 decision, the justices 
found roadblocks seeking such 
information do not violate the 
privacy rights of motorists. 

The court overturned a decision 
by the Illinois Supreme Court, which 
ruled that officers may solicit infor- 
mation from motorists only in an 
emergency. The case involved a man 
arrested for drunken driving at a 
Lombard, 111., checkpoint set up to 
get information about an unrelated 
fatal hit-and-run accident.

Dean, Gephardt eamps 
shift get-out-the-vote 
efforts into overdrive 

NEWTON, IOWA | Democrat Howard 
Dean is relying on house parties and 
hype while rival Dick Gephardt is 
tapping into fear and anger to drive 
new voters to Iowa’s leadoff presi- 
dential caucuses. 

In a tight, four-way race that may 
be determined by which campaign 
best recruits political novices, the 
leading candidates are using dif- 
ferent tactics and motivations to 
expand the universe of caucus-goers. 

Dean’s campaign has 2,000 
lowans lobbying neighbors and 
friends on the candidate’s behalf. 


Gephardt’s team has 600 out-of- 
state union activists knocking on 
doors of labor workers. 

Party leaders believe 90,000 
to 150,000 lowans will cast votes 
Monday night, a tribute to intense 
get-out-the-vote operations of the 
four top campaigns, all separated in 
polls by a few percentage points. 

New voters may outnumber 
party regulars. Many of them are 
undecided. And few first-time vot- 
ers are as persnickety as caucus reg- 
ulars, who have grown accustomed 
to constant courting. 

Dean’s campaign estimates that 
60 percent of their backers have 
never voted in a caucus. Gephardt 
officials say at least half of theirs 
are newcomers, ron fournier (ap)

UZBEKISTAN 

Top U.N. Official Said to Be 
On Airliner That Crashed 

A domestic airliner crashed 
Tuesday on approach to the air- 
port in Tashkent, Uzbekistan’s 
capital, an Interior Ministry offi- 
cial said. At least 36 people were 
aboard, including Richard Conroy, 
the United Nations’ top official in 
Uzbekistan. No survivors were 
reported. An Interior Ministry offi-

Bird Flu Kills 3, WHO Says 

A bird flu sweeping Asia has killed 
three people in Vietnam, the World 
Health Organization said Tuesday. 
The three deaths in Vietnam were 
confirmed as Influenza A, or the 
H5N1 strain, the same virus found in 
sick chickens, the WHO said. More 
than 1 million chickens have died 
in the latest outbreak in Vietnam 
and farmers have been ordered to 
destroy all sick birds, (ap)

Woman Who Helped Jews 
In WWII Seeks Clean Record 

A woman who was punished by the 
Swiss government for smuggling 
Jewish refugees into the country 
during World War II became the 
first person to seek a pardon under a 
new law that seeks to make amends 
for the neutral country’s refusal to 
help Jews escape the Nazis. Aimee 
Stitelmann, now 79 , helped 15 refu- 
gees cross the border from France 
to Switzerland. She was convicted 
in 1945 of violating border laws and 
sentenced to 15 days in prison, (ap) 

SAUDI ARABIA 

24 Tons of Explosives Found 
In Raids Over Last 6 Months 

Saudi authorities have seized nearly 
24 tons of explosives in anti-terror- 
ism raids during the past six months, 
the Interior Ministry said. The 
weapons seizure was announced 
in a statement aired late Monday. It 
was accompanied by television foot- 
age of alleged militants repenting for 
their crimes. The Saudi government 
has more publicly combatted sup- 
port for extremists since bombings 
blamed on the al Qaeda network on 
May 12 and Nov. 8. (ap)

WASHINGTON I The Bush adminis- 
tration is taking a fresh look at its 
plans to turn over power in Iraq 
by June 30.

Top Court

To Premier 

Italy’s Berlusconi to go 
on trial for bribery as 
immunity is rejected 

RO M E I In a major setback Tuesday 
for Premier Silvio Berlusconi, 
Italy’s Constitutional Court ruled 
the immunity law that blocked his 
bribery trial is unconstitution- 
al, paving the way for the case to 
return to the courtroom. 

The trial in Milan was expected 
to resume in about two months, one 
of the premier’s lawyers said. 

Parliament 
passed the immu- 
nity legislation just 
before Berlusconi 
became president 
of the European 
Union, a rotating 
position he held for 
six months in 2003. It protects him 
from prosecution while in office. 

But the Constitutional Court, 
Italy’s highest court for constitu- 
tional matters, ruled the law violates 
the constitutional principle that all 
citizens are equal before the law. 
The decision cannot be appealed. 

Berlusconi’s critics have contend- 
ed that the legislation was designed 
to save the billionaire media mogul 
from possible conviction. 

Berlusconi is accused of bribing 
judges to sway a ruling in the sale of 
a state-held food conglomerate in 
the 1980s, years before he went into 
politics. He has denied any wrong- 
doing.

U.S. Makes Concessions on Trade, 
Penalties for Corruption at Summit 


MONTERREY, MEXICO I The United 
States made concessions on free 
trade and battling corruption, 
smoothing tense relations with 
Latin American leaders as the 
34 -nation Summit of the Americas 
ended Tuesday. 

The United States had sought 
a 2005 deadline to negotiate the 
Free Trade Area of the Americas, 
but recent talks have stalled on the 
prickly issues of agricultural subsi- 


dies and intellectual property rights. 
The summit’s final declaration does 
not set a firm deadline. 

In addition, the summit dec- 
laration does not call for banning 
corrupt governments from future 
summits, as the United States 
requested.

ELKRIDGE, MD. I At least four people 
were killed Tuesday after a tanker 
truck hit a utility pole, plunged off 
a highway overpass and exploded 
into a fiery mass along Interstate 95 
south of Baltimore, officials said. 

The tanker landed in the north- 
bound lane of 1-95 shortly before 3 
p.m., just below the overpass carry- 
ing the southbound lane of Interstate 
895, said Cpl. Rob Moroney of the 
Maryland State Police. 

The explosion sent a plume ofblack 
smoke that could be seen in the sky 


two miles to the east at Baltimore- 
Washington International Airport. 

1-95 was closed in both direc- 
tions at the scene. 

At least three other vehicles 
burned down to their frames during 
the enormous fire that cast a plume 
of dark smoke over the area, said 
William Mould, a Howard County 
fire department spokesman. 

“With the number of vehicles 
burned and the number of people 
who had to be driving those vehicles 
— it just doesn’t match up,” Mould 
said. “There’s the strong possibil- 
ity that the number of dead will 
increase. There’s also the possibility

Recommendation by 
panel draws criticism 
from teachers union 

WASHINGTON I In her 24th year of 
teaching, Brenda Parrish has a new 
reason for ensuring her students do 
well on standardized tests: Their 
scores will affect her pay raise. 

If a new commission of govern- 
ment, business and education lead- 
ers has its way, all teachers will find 
a significant portion of their raises 
tied to progress by their students. 
Nationwide, salaries and raises are 
typically based on a teacher’s expe- 
rience and education. 

Parrish, who teaches eighth- 
grade math at Bell Street Middle 
School in Clinton, S.C., will have 20 
percent of any salary bump based 
on her students’ test- score gains. 
An additional 30 percent will be 
based on test scores for her school, 
while the remaining 50 percent of 
her review will be based on class- 


room evaluations. 

Parrish says it seems fair. But 
the National Education Association, 
the country’s largest teachers union, 
does not support tying teacher pay 
to student scores. 

Such a plan could ignore perfor- 
mance that won’t show up in test 
scores, such as a teacher who pre- 
vents a child from dropping out.

“I’m a vicious com- 
bination of Scot and Lutheran,” he 
said. “When I lose a dollar, I just 
weep for an hour.” 

But in “The Cooler,” Macy makes 
others lose their shirts. He plays a 
casino shill who can turn a gam- 
bler’s luck from good to bad just 
by breathing the same air. 

If you want to catch Macy, 53, 
portraying one last karma- chal- 
lenged sap, this is it. Really.

TELEVISION I For many, he is frozen 
in a single, triumphant moment, the 
stirring cadences of his “I Have a 
Dream” speech rolling over the 
crowds gathered at the Lincoln 
Memorial in the summer of 1963. 

There’s another Martin Luther 
King Jr. — the man who moved 
into a run-down flat in a Chicago 
slum to call attention to the plight 
of poor urban blacks, and who 


preached against “Western arro- 
gance” in Vietnam. 

This period of his life is the sub- 
ject of “Citizen King,” a documen- 
tary airing on PBS stations at 9 p.m. 
Monday, the King holiday. 

The first half of the two -hour 
film charts King’s success at pres- 
suring downtown Birmingham, 
Ala., merchants to desegregate 
stores, and the speech that helped 


him win him the Nobel Peace Prize 
in 1964 .

People’s Campaign in the final 
year of his life, traveling from city 
to city and listening to individuals’ 
stories. “We are dealing with issues 
that cannot be solved without the 
nation spending billions of dollars 
on the radical redistribution of eco- 
nomic power,” he told one group. 

In the midst of that campaign, 
he went to Memphis to support 
striking sanitation workers. After a 
stunned nation learned of his death 
there, riots swept dozens of cities, 
and the interpretation of his

Carmakers Cell Out 


Focus on fuel cells vexes environmentalists 


DRIVING GREEN I Long the domain 
of concepts and smaller cars, gaso- 
line-electric hybrids soon will power 
trucks and sport utility vehicles as 
automakers work to expand the 
more environmentally friendly 
technology. 

The major auto manufacturers 
are ramping up the introduction 
of hybrids this year. At the North 
American International Auto 
Show in Detroit, several touted 
those and other green innova- 
tions, such as efforts to tweak tra- 
ditional engines to improve fuel 
economy and attempts to per- 
suade Americans to give diesels 
another chance. 


But environmentalists complain 
hybrids have been slower to reach 
production than once predicted. 
And they fear the industrywide 
push toward developing vehicles 
powered by hydrogen fuel cells, 
while offering potential long-term 
benefits, will overshadow improve- 
ments that can be made now. 

“The fuel cell one day will 
dethrone the internal combus- 
tion engine,” said Roland Hwang, 
a vehicle technology expert at the 
Natural Resources Defense Council. 
“In the meantime, there will be a lot 
of gasoline vehicles bought and sold 
in this country. . . . We need to start 
cleaning up those vehicles.” 


Past auto shows have featured 
varying promises and predictions 
about greener vehicles. In 1998, for 
example, some automakers forecast 
that they would be ready to produce 
hybrids by 2001 and fuel cell vehi- 
cles by 2004. Now, hybrids are just 
making headway and widespread 
availability for fuel cell vehicles is 
probably a decade from now. 

“Overall, they’re not doing a 
good job,” said Brendan Bell, an 
expert with the Sierra Club’s glob- 
al warming and energy program. 
“They’re creating a few vehicles. 
But at the same time under cur- 
rent fuel efficiency standards, when 
they build an efficient vehicle they 
can build another gas guzzler.”

ROADTESTI Sensible people might 
well ask what car could possibly be 
worth $150,000. 

This is why I never invite sen- 
sible people to parties. 

The 2004 Bentley Continental 
GT — the first all-new Bentley since 
Volkswagen’s takeover of the brand 
in 1998 — is an astonishing vehicle, 
from its wind- sculpted skin to its 
soul, where resides a 6.0 -liter, twin- 
turbocharged W-12 producing 552 
horsepower and 479 pound-feet of 
torque. 

Bored by numbers? Conjure this : 
From a standing start, the 2 l/2-ton 
C-GT requires only 60 seconds to 
be three miles away, at which point 
it will be communing at a top speed 
of 200 mph or so. For the record, 
the all -wheel- drive C-GT has the 
fastest top speed of any production 
four-seater in the world. 

In its glowing silver paint, the 
C-GT has a kind of energy that is 
at once gestural and electrical, as if 
it were sketched in the empty air of 
a darkroom with a white-hot fila- 
ment. The thing looks as if it’s going 
to bolt for the horizon at any second, 
with you or without you. 

In November the C-GT received 
a special design award from the 
Milan, Italy-based jury of the “Most 
Beautiful Car in the World” awards, 
recognizing the car’s achievement 
in capturing the essence of the 
Bentley marque. 


In one of Ian Fleming’s Bond 
books — I forget just now which one 
— 007 refers to his Bentley as his 
“locomotive” (British Intelligence 
actually made him switch to an 
Aston Martin), and the C-GT cer- 
tainly lives up to that legend, thanks 
to the rolling thunder under the 
hood. The W-12 engine — that’s 
right, W — is essentially two sets 
of narrow-angle V- 6 cylinder banks 
interlaced like the fingers of clasped 
hands. Both banks of cylinders are 
fed with their own high -boost tur- 
bocharger, and the turbo boost, fuel 
injection and cam timing are com- 
puter-tuned, or mapped, to produce 
maximum torque (472 pound-feet) 
at a mere 1,600 rpm. 

What’s that mean? The C-GT 
rumbles with a dual- exhaust basso 
profundo you hear warming up in 
the bracket-racing lanes of the 
local drag strip. This is not Pierce 
Brosnan at the baccarat tables. This 
is Sean Connery with a hangover, a 
warm gun barrel and a fresh clip.

Rankings of hotels 
from AAA and Mobil 
don’t always agree 

H 0 T E L S I An unsettling thing hap - 
pens each year when AAA and 
Mobil Travel Guide issue their lists 
of top hotels: They don’t agree. And 
yet, on paper, they should. 

Both use one-to-five scales 
— diamonds for AAA and stars 
for Mobil — with nearly identical 
definitions. Both employ anony- 
mous inspectors who check into 
hotels under assumed identities. 
Behind the disparities are differ- 
ences in how AAA and Mobil do 
inspections, plus the inescapable 
human factor. 

Mobil bestows fewer top ratings 
overall. But that doesn’t mean it’s 
fussier. For one thing, it evaluates 
fewer properties — 12,000 each year 
to AAA’s 50,000. On a percentage 


basis, Mobil and AAA grant five 
diamonds and five stars at about the 
same rate — to fewer than 1 percent 
of the places they inspect. 

Even a one-star or one-diamond 
hotel can be a great place to stay. 
It may simply lack some amenities. 


such as elevators or a pool, that high- 
er-rated hotels have. Hotels must 
meet basic standards of cleanliness 
and safety just to be rated. 

And in the end, although ratings 
can be helpful, the guest is the ulti- 
mate judge.
